long-lived ag those of typhoid or 
scarlet fever, but they are easily car- 
ried in the clothing or by air cur- 
rents and instances have been re- 
ported where they have been trans- 
mittedw over long distances by mail. 
Quarantining in measles is, there- 
fore, necessary and should be quite 
strict. The isolation of infected per- 
sons should be thorough. . Communi- 
cation between such persons and the 
well and the removal of articles from 
the infected room or premises should 
be forbidden. { 


The duration of measles is from 
14 to 28 days. 


The room chosen for the sick room 
should be cleared of all hangings, 
carpets, upholstery, etc. Unneces- 
sary articles of furniture should be 
removed, the room should be of a 
good size and with such ventilation 
that a liberal supply of fresh air 
can always be obtained. One of the 
most important recommendations 
that can be made is that a pail of 
some disinfecting solution be kept 
standing in thd’ sick room for eon- 
stant use. A sheet should be tacked 
before the door and kept moist with 
this solution. Soiled bed linen, be- 
fore being taken from the room, 
should be thrown into a pail of this 
antiseptic solution and then taken 
out and wrapped up in a sheet mois- 
tenéd with the solution. 

The attendant should wear a 
washable dress, frequently changed, 
and keep her hair covered with a 
wash cap. After each contact with 
the patient, the hands should be 
washed in antiseptic solution. All 
cups, glasses, spoons and 
utensils which have been in the sick 
noom should be disinfected: before 
taking from the room. Toys,, scis- 
sors, vasés, combs, brushes or any 
thing handled by or that has co: 


near the patient should eres — 


disinfeeted. All. artieles ot food that 


is not eaten by the patient should 


deb urned. Milk or other food must 
not be allowed to stand in the sick 
room and whatever food has been 
in the. sick room must not ben sed by |:
